Closes In On Powerful 
Ras Nasibu 


ROME, April 20. — Italy's 
southern army closed in on the 
powerful forces of Ras Nasibu, 
defending Harar, second city of 
Ethiopia, Fascist sources said 
today, after a Jettwing victory 
over 10,000 natives on the 
Somaliland front, 

A march of more than 620 miles 
by Gen. Rodolfo Graziani’s troops, 
advices from Magodiscio, Italian 
Somaliland, reported, culminated in 
a four-day battle last week near 
in’ which the natives 
abandoned about 1,000 dead. 


| COMES STEP NEARER 

The left wing of Graziani’s army 
drove on from Bircut, an important 
caravan centre, the Mogadiscio dis- 
patches said, a step nearer coming 
to grips with Ras Nasibu’s troops 


Word of the victory came to 
Rome simultaneously with the 
departure of more shiploads of 
soldiers and militia to police the 
conquered Ethiopian territory. 
Six steamships sailed from Naples 
yesterday, bearing 5,108 men and 
officers. 

The new triumph was hailed in 
Rome as a symbol of the end of 
League of Nations hopes for effect-

ing Italo-Ethiopian conciliation, 
not actually an indication of an 
approaching end to the League 
itself.

New Governor - General’s

Reaching Constitution 


Reforms Put Into Effect. 


NEW DELHI, India, April 20.— 
The Marquess of Linlithgow took 
over the duties of Viceroy for a 
five-year term that will see the 
far-reaching constitution reforms 
of the Government of India Act 
put in effect. 

The new Governor-General, in- 
augurated Saturday, began his pro- 

consulship with a broadcast to the 
people of India appealing for the 
same whole-hearted trust in him 
that he promised to extend to them 
He emphasized the Viceroy was 
strictly impartial and promised full 


support to the services of the 
crown to which he extended greet- 
ings. 


Speaking to the millions of new- 
ly-enfranchised voters, Lord Lin- 
lithgow said that in no circum- 
stances should it be for him to ad- 
vise them how to vote. He said 
that the leaders of political parties 
“competing within the orbit of the 
constitution for the suffrage of the 
provincial electorates” might rely 
on him “never wittingly to use lan- 
guage calculated to prejudice” their 
lawful interests 

He advised the younger genera- 
tion “to fear God, honor the King- 
Empero: and obey your parents.” 
Recalling his four-year study of 
rural economy and political recon- 
struction in India, the Viceroy ad- 
monished district officers to “know 
your villages.” 


CHINA FAMINE 
TAKING HEAVY 
TOLL OF LIFE 


| 

Wholesale Suicides and 
“Mercy” Slayings Re- 
ported From Szechuen 


CHENGTU, Szechuen Province, | 
China, April 20.—Wholesale suicides | 
and “mercy” slayings were reported 
Sunday in Szechuen province, once 
the “paradise of China.” 

This section is suffering the worst 
famine with an accompanying 
drought in China's history. Con- 
firmed reports show that dogs and 
cats have been eaten and even 
rodents are prized by hunger- 
stricken peasants. 


EATING HUMAN FLESH 

Reports coming in from the prov- 
ince portray conditions difficult to 
believe but which are considered 
authentic. With tree bark, roots 
and grasses long since exhausted, 
dying legions allegedly are reduced 
to cooking and eating human flesh 
from the bodies of relatives, dead 
through starvation 

This great territory of interior 
Asia heretofore had been so highly 
developed agriculturally that its 
70,000,000 inhabitants had escaped 
famines, floods and pesilence which 
repeatedly scourged other sections 
of China. 


30,000,000 AFFECTED 

Latest reports on the famine in- 
dicate 30,000,000 persons are affect- 
ed instead of the 20,000,000 first 
reported. There had been no tabu- 
lation of deaths. Reports only say 
tens of thousands have died from | 
starvation or accompanying ill- | 
nesses or have committed suicide 
to end the agony. 

Officials said the situation pri- 
marily was a result of Communist 
incursions during the past two years 
in which the Reds overran and 
spoiled the land 


AREA IS BARREN 


The area today is barren. Not a 
sheep, pig, fowl or crop remains. 
The invaders not only took all of 
these but ate the seed grain, doom- 
ing the surviving populace 

White clay is being made into 
soup, It is called a “hunger stop- 
per”, since it seems to deaden the 
agonies of hunger. But this is vir- 
tually slow suicide as the earthen | 
soup clogs the digestive tract with a 
resulting slow and agonizing death. 

Hospitals and orphanages here are 
filled with emaciated children from 
the afflicted areas. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, 
head of the Nationalist government, 
has arrived here to attempt to or- 
ganize relief but apparently can do 
little because of the vast scale of 
this disaster, 

Newspaper accounts said many 
entire families have committed sui- 
cide with parents slaying their 
children and then killing them- 
selves to escape the sufferings,

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The Passing Show 
By J. S. COWPER 
Did you carefully read, and carefully place 
away for future reference, that clear, concise 


article by G. G. Comptin of Toronto on “Mone- 
tary Reform,” in last Friday's “Bulletin”? It 
was one of the most informative and educative 
articles ever written on the subject.

by controlling the number of sharks’ teeth in 


circulation, 
For a long time the system worked without 


complaint. Then, without warning, disaster 
came. A sub-oceanic disturbance killed large 
numbers of the sharks and drove the survivors 
away. Crops were grown, cocoanuts were 
picked, elephants were killed for the ivory and 
rubber trees were tapped for their latex. Cows 
and pigs and fat daughters were raised, but 
alas, without the sharks’ teeth, men who wanted 
to exchange corn and cocoanuts, or ivory and 
rubber for pigs and fruit, wives and slaves, were 
helpless. They would have starved had not a 
few sharks occasionally returned. 

Seasons when the sharks came and yielded 
up their teeth became known as “boom years” 
when everybody was well off. Seasons when 
the sharks stayed away and no sharks’ teeth 
could be obtained, were known as “depression 
cycles.” People in depression cycles couldn't 
get work or sell the things they had for things 
they needed, because there were no sharks’ 
teeth. 


Articles like that by Mr. Comptin are among 
the most hopeful signs of the times. The old 
mysteries that surrounded money, making the 
subject sacrosanct, beyond question or under- 
standing, are being stripped away.

The weakness of our existing monetary sys- 
tem is that at the time money is most needed 
it must perforce be withdrawn from use. The 
trouble has its roots in the system of private 
profiteering in the nation’s money and credit. 


Those who are given the concession to issue and 


restrict the nation’s money for their private 
profit, issue both money and credit. The money 
is in the form of LO.U.’s (known as bank notes) 
which carry a promise to pay on demand. These 
1.0.U.’s are issued to ten times the capacity of 
the issuer to redeem. The trick is to get as 
many 1.0.U.’s as possible out working when 
fears are absent, and to get as many in as pos- 
sible when the first whisper of fear is heard 


Banks which in time of confidence are ready to 
lend I.0.U.’s and credit in ample quantities are 
compelled by self-protection to call in both at 
the very time when stability is needed in the 
country. 

Bankrupt businesses and wholesale unem- 
ployment come in the train of banker-fear. 
“Money,” as Mr. Caldwell says, “once the ser- 
vant, becomes the master. It no longer turns 
the wheels of industry and gives work to the 
laborer. It demands in the form of usury and 
debts, more and more, until it is plain to see 
that man must either assert his supremacy or 
perish.” 

At present, as Mr. Caldwell puts it, the State 
is in the position of the theatre manager with a 
crowd assailing his doors, whom he can't let in 
because he has run out of admission tickets. 
Under the impulse of banker-fear, more than 
half of all the bank deposits have been invested 
by the banks in government loians, instead of 
in commercial loans. Instead of using the 
monetary system to rid the nation of debt, 
the system saddles the nation with debt. Today 
it takes 35 per cent of the Canadian citizen’s 
earnings to support the debt structure and main- 
tain government expenditure 

Mr. Caldwell wants to see a Central Bank 
issuing money not against gold—which he likens 
to a wholesale grocer trying to conduct his busi- 
ness with one truck—but against the national 
wealth, Such money would be proof against the 
panicky consequences of banker-fear. He wants 
to see money that will be kept stable in value 
against price indices, instead of being a yard- 
stick whose inches vary from day to day. He 
wants to see money made ample for an age that 
has developed 97 per cent of its available power 


since 1900, and that must make increasing de-

Reducing Weight Helps 
Health 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

At the present time, there is considerable 
publicity being given to the subject of the danger 
of reducing. Many women are being frightened 
by statements of supposed authorities that diet- 
ing to take off weight is weakening, disturbs 
the digestion, or pre-disposes the patient to 
tuberculosis. I do not see how 
there could be any possible 
danger in reducing slowly by 
means of a sensible reducing 
diet and exercise, whereas I 
do see considerable danger to 
the obese patient who refuses 
to lose those extra pounds. 
My personal opinion is that 
most of these “experts” have 
never dieted a patient and 
therefore have no experience 
with the good results to be 
gained by a common-sense reduction program. 


I have observed thousands of feminine pa- 
tients who were able to bring down the weight 
and I do not know of a single one who has been 
injured simply through limiting the amount of 
“fattening” food customarily taken. The oniy 
possible danger would be for her to reduce too 
much below normal on a diet that is deficient 
in protein (such as meat) or deficient in the 
vegetables which provide minerals and vitamins. 
It is possible that if the patient reduced on a 
diet of black coffee, her system would become 
very toxic. I understand that one wealthy 
*woman tried this regimen, and while she was 
successful in losing her plumpness, the results 
were such that she advised her friends not to 
try it. Any danger which might attend such an 
unbalanced reducing regimen would be alto- 
gether avoided if the patient relied upon a diet 
composed largely of non-starchy vegetables and 
fresh fruits, and which also included a reason- 
able amount of meat. 

The most beneficial reduction regimen is dif- 
ferent from the usual diet only in the limitation 
of the starches, sugars and fats, and in the fact 
that the patient probably uses more of the non- 
starchy vegetables than she has been accustom- 
ed to taking. Such a dietetic schedule will bring 
about a slow, safe loss, and at the same time the 
patient grows more slender, she will also note an 
increase in health and vitality.

Many patients report that they are able to 
bring about a satisfactory lowering of the weight 
by such simple measu avoiding rich 
desserts and using another serving of salad or 
cooked vegetable instead. Inasmuch as the 
starches, sugars and fats are the only 
providing enough material to be fattening, 
reasonable thing to do is to curtail the amour 
used, or to omit them almost altogether fur a 
few weeks until the desired loss is attained 
The patient grows fat from using these foods to 
excess, not from using them in moderation. I 
fail to see where she can possibly be harmed 
by cutting down these

Any constructive proposal brought before Ottawa is met with 
the answer that it involves risk of losing some money; but so 
long as the loss is certain to be absolutely non-constructive it is 
all right with the powers that be 


The 


loss 


to the nation of the earning power to two million 


people is a minimum of six million, four hundred thousand dollars 
per working day; or, for the three hundred working days of the 


year, an annual total of about two billion dollars per year. 


For 


six years the Canadian people have been paying, and are still pay- 
ing this absolutely non-constructive loss; and it has been met by 
a wiping out of values of fixed assets from coast to coast—collapse 
of wage scales and salary standards—and ruinous deflation of the 


national standard of living. 


It was absolutely unnecessary all the time, and is absolutely 


unnecessary today. 


The Minister of Labor displayed a titanic 


ignorance of the subject when he assured parliament it would 
cost four hundred million dollars per year to provide employ- 
ment and that the nation could only afford to do this by going 


on a socialistic basis. 


The entire loss was caused by the Government of Canada abdi- 
eating its control over the currency factor in favor of a money 
commune. The Government of Canada can right earning condi- 
tions in a day by reclaiming and exercising its control over the 
c\urency factor so as to provide and maintain an adequate supply 
of currency for the commerce and development of Canada, ad- 
vanced for use on the basis of normal values of fixed assets plus 


the value of labor used in restoration and development.

one hundred million dollars per month. 


In addition to this the government can make Canada the richest 
nation per individual of population in the world (even allowing 
for an increase of population up to thirty million people) by 
reclaiming and exercising control of the transportation factor. so 
as to equalize the delivered costs of the necessaries of life and of 
industry at every point in Canada reached by railway. 


There would be no risk of loss. 


Instead of keeping natural 


products locked up in the ground in greater measure: and, in 
smaller measure sending them abroad to be sold at auction prices, 
there would be a development of domestic industries and a profit- 
able use for all available labor on a basis permitting a profitable 
trade in finished and ready for consumer products with all the 


trading nations of the world. 


Our afflictions financially are due to insane, non-constructive 
and inefficient methods of government; and, secondarily, to a lack 


of constructive leadership. 


An efficient and constructive leader in power at Ottawa could 


right conditions immediately. 


Instead of this, we are foolish 


enough to hand the currency factor and the transportation factor 
over to the control of communes, operating under a smoke-screen 
of denunciations and imprecations against political communism as 
though that was the only form of communism. 


An immediate supply of currency would remove the peak- 
load of destructive deflation under which the nation is stagger- 
ing. The demonstrated benefits in a few months would be great 


enough t 


o impel the nation to take the other steps necessary and 


immediately practicable to restore the standard of living and 


bring national efficiency into full commercial activity. 


It can be 


done; and Canada will continue losing millions of dollars every 


day until it is done 


Once your member of parliament would 


unite with enough of the other members of parliament to enforce 
restoration, the government leaders would stop prattling and get 
busy; but he won't do it unless he hears from home in very definite
